COUNT WITTE DEAD. 


Russia's First Prime Minister Wit 


Friend of Common People. 


Petrograd, March 14.—Count Sef- 


gius Witte, Russia's first prune minis- 
ter and dominant figure IB interna- 
tional politics, is dead. 


Count Witte, who was born June 29, 


1849, at Tinis, was one of the Rus- 
sian plenipotentiaries at Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire, in negotiations for 
peace with Japan in 1903. He after- 
ward was made a count and appoint- 
ed president of the new ministry, but 
retired in 190$ and held no important 
r-ost after that time 


Count Wtttee was regarded as in 


some respects one of the most re- 
markable men his country had pro- 
duced, but iis reputation was even 
greater 
abroad 
than, 
at 
home 


Throughout his carrer, during which 
he accomplished much for Russia, he 
had many and powerful enemies, al- 
thougn his great ability and remark- 
able capacity for work never was ques- 
tioned. Regardless of bis work as a 
statesman, his chief fame in Russia 
rests upon his development of manu- 
facturing industries, the expansion of 
railroads and the placing of the mone- 
tary system upon a gold basis. 


His sympathies have always been 


with the common people, of whom he 
was one. He was forced to resign 
from his high office when he proposed 
? long list of reforms for the benefit 
of the common people, which proved 
an affront to the bureaucracy.
